The Dominion Government did have some sort of a 
fact finding board set up prev usly tothe strike and 
now has promised to give further sapport to the board, 
which has had liftle effect in the past, and in all probab- 
ility have little in the future.. 

One thing done by the strike action was the ability to 
show the people of Canada that the farmers are becom- 
ing more unionized and are willing to, fight for their 

- demands in the future if the n arises. The publicity 
through the press and radio given to the farmers actions, 

- have aroused the feeling that the fariier is to take a more 
important place in our society. 

‘Another point that the strike action has brought to 
light is hard: feelings. Many farmers and their families 
have now distrust and even hatred for other farmers and 
families even in our own community. This is the sad part 
of any strike when it is not properly organized. or when 
it does not have the complete support of its partiaipants. 


This is one wound that only time will heal and in sagen 


instances thing hout the province many moons wi 
have to pass before the scar has healed completely. , 
‘In some. instances-hard feelings were brought to fore 
between merchants and different farmers alt ouge _ we 
know of no such case locally. It was rather a fficult 
process for the merchant to see credit being extended to 
strikers when cream and eggs were being with-held from 
the market. The money lost at that time was never to be 
replaced and yet to hold the customers satisfaction 
‘many merchants had to. forgo this in, silence awaiting 
the day when things returned to normal. 

. One aspect.of. the strike now pleasing everyone is that 
‘it is over and life has returned to normal in most rura 
towns. As has been proven in many instances, strikes 
ettle little and in most cases make tliings worse general- 
ly, sometimes financialty. We hope this isn’t the case of 
the farmers.

. To the many town and villages between Edmonton and 
Chanvin the highway commonly called No. 14, is the life 
blood of trade. y years-haye passed since it was built 
and in that time there has.been. very little work or money 
spent on it with the exception of grading. 

This year the Provincial Government did see fit to 
gravel the stretch from Edmonton to Bruce, a distance of 
80 miles, but unlegs pressure is brought to bear there is 
always the possibility that they might forget the remain- 
ing distance, hence we will have to travel over_ worse 

- roads than we experienced this year. : 

We have no knowledge that they intend to neglect this 
remaining piece of road, but actign should be started at 
once to bring this point to the government’s attention 
so that it may be placed in the next years estimates. The 
same proyingial, government through its various licensed 
agencies collects a good many dollars from the people 
living on this,road, To safeguard that revenue they 
should realize that highway 14 is an important link in the 
highway network for the eastern part of the province. 

We are not asking for any hard surfacing, but a good 
all weather road that is gravelled and maintained. By 
maintained we mean properly’ maintained. There has 

‘ been little complaint when the road was maintained in 
dry weather, but many of us have had the experience of 
travelling over the highway in wet or rainy weather and 
have found to our surprise the grader man on the road 
when it wag pouring rain, This may be the proper pro- 
cedure but to us it looks rather foolish to see the mud 
building up in front of the blade and roll off to one side. 

If there is a shortage of maintainers to go around wh 
could not War Assets be contacted and more purcliased. 
This would place more maintainers on the road, each cov- 
ering less distance each trip but making more trips. 

It is rather far from funny when driving pong the 
highway dodging pot-holes, some of them as ig as 
dishpans.

~ ' PROTEIN IN HOG FEEDING 

Protein is one of the essentials in 
a good swiné ration and one that is 
}| frequently skimpéed. The main con- 
sideration in making up a balanced 
ration for pigs is to incorporate the 
highest levels of protein. The com- 
monly grown farm feeds, . including 
the cereal grains, are low in protein. 
Therefore, a ration restricted to the 
cereal grains would furnish insuffi- 
cient protein to meet the require- 
ments of growing pigs, pregnant 
sows and sows nursing litters, The 
protein content of these grains is not 
suited to the needs of animals that 
grow rapidly, says H,; HB, Wilson, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, Alberta.
